John A rm strong Chaloner, member 
of the New York fam ily of Astors, 
w ho has been ex onerated by a ju ry in 
A lbem arle cou nty , Va., of the k ill- j 
ing of John Gillard, whom Chaloner 
shot accidentally In a scu ffle for the 
possession of a rev olv er w ith w hich! 
G illard w as attem pting to shoot his| 
w ife, related a rem ark able story the 
other day of his ex perience. 
“This will do my case in New York 
a lot of good,” said Mr. Chaloner, who 
is a law y er, while referring to his 
fight to recov er his fortu ne. 
The case 
is now in the hands of the cou rts, he 
1 
being legally a lu natic in New Y ork ,! 
althou gh declared sane u nder the law s 
of Virginia and N orth Carolina. 
“I 
will be glad to hav e my relativ es 
k now, since I hav e k illed a man, tha t 
the act w as com m itted in defense of 
a helpless wom an. 
This case shou ld 
prov e more than any other one thing j 
tha t I am capable of tak ing care of 
m y own affairs.” 
i 
All throu gh the night following th e , 
k illing Chaloner sat as a gu ard ov e r! 
the body . 
T here w as no other person 
j 
in the hou se. 
“I did it to test my nerv e.” said i 
Chaloner, “and to see w hether I am 
the insane m an the New York cou rts j 
regard me. 
I did not feel tha t I w as 
a m u rderer, althou gh I ex pected to be i 
tak eii to the C harlottesv ille jail, there j 
to be tried for a crim e conv iction of 
w hich wou ld m ean the electric chair. 
“I shall read and w rite night a fte r i 
night in this room,” said Chaloner, 
“and shall realize all the tim e tha t in 
this room I hav e k illed a man, not 
bru tally , bu t in a ju st cau se, and it 
will be a great satisfaction to k now 
tha t he w as m ore responsible for the ; 
act than m y self.” 
C haloner has giv en instru ctions tha t j 
the blood spots w hich m ark the scene 
of the tragedy in his library be pre­ 
serv ed as a memento. 
He has a r­ 
ranged to care for G illard’s fam ily u n­ 
til he can send them back to England. 
H e say s he has bou ght a piece of 
grou nd, w hlch he ha s dedicated to Gll- 


lard, and tha t he will erect a hand­ 
some m onu m ent, on which he will 
hav e inscribed: 
“John Gillard, M arch 15. 19 09 . 
He 
died gam e.” 
Mr. Chaloner is now dev oting his 
energies to dem onstrating the danger 
of the lu nacy laws, which, he say s, 
perm it of a sane man being clapped 
into an asy lu m as a lu natic. 
P rim a­ 
rily his efforts are dev oted to getting 
back his estate and prov ing tha t he 
nev er w as insane, ev en if he did m ak e 
an ex hau stiv e stu dy of psy chic phe­ 
nom ena and Bu ddhism , ev en if he did 
go into trances w he re . his face as­ 
su m ed a lik eness to the death m ask 
of Napoleon B onaparte, ev en if he 
does claim to be able to w rite “au to­ 
m atically ” w hen in a trance. 
H is life at the M erry Mills, his home 
near Cobham, Va., is strik ingly re g u -; 
lar, each day being som ething of a 
repetition, ex cept tha t his mind is 
trav eling in new channels ev ery hou r. 
T he hou se is fu rnished sparsely w ith 
articles of historic v alu e, bu t there is 
ev idence on all sides tha t Mr. Chal- j 
oner ex pects to tak e a long trip when | 
his legal fight is ov er. 
Mr. Chaloner liv es a t the Merry 
Mills practically alone w ith his col- j 
ored man, George Cham bers, who pre­ 
pares his meals, m eets the m ails at the j 
station and look s afte r the estate, j 
There are other hands on the pay roll, 
bu t George is perhaps the m ainstay . 
Mr. Chaloner’s daily rou tine is differ- j 
ent from tha t of the av erage man in 
tha t he contracted the habit of rem ain­ 
ing u p u ntil 3 or 4 o’clock in the morn- j 
ing w hile at Bloomingdale asy lu m , to 
w hich he w as com m itted a fewT y ears ; 
ago. As a conseq u ence of k eeping late j 
hou rs Mr. Chaloner sleeps late. 
As a j 
u su al thing he aw ak ens abou t noon In | 
his room, which is fitted u p as a sort i 
of com bination bedroom and library . | 
H e calls for George, tak es a light 
break fast, pu ts on his dressing gown 
j 
and reads the papers and his mail. As 
a resu lt of spinal trou ble, which, Mr. 
Chaloner say s, he contracted a t Bloom­ 
ingdale, he does m ost of his w riting in i 
a reclining position. 
H e therefore of­ 
ten answ ers letters or dispatches bu si­ 
ness m atters before arising. 
Mr. Chaloner then has his razors I 
brou ght him, chooses the one he prefers 
and shav es him self.

The daring of an Illinoisan, John 
Wesley Powell, the first ex p lorer to 
brave su ccessfu lly the dangers of de­ 
scending the Colorado river throu gh 
the chasm of the Grand canyon, is to 
be memorialized by a monu ment that 
will stand on the brink of the gorge. 
There is among the congressional 
ap p rop riations the su m of $5,000 for 
the shaft, and p lans are being made for 
a tribu te that fittingly will commem­ 
orate a feat that is almost u niqu e. It | 
Is for Powell’s record as a soldier and 
a scientist as well as an ex p lorer that 
the nation sets aside the su m of mon­ 
ey, bu t the p ecu liar boldness of u nder- ! 
tak ing to shoot the u nk nown rap ids of j 
a flu me, accomp lishing a vertical de­ 
scent of 5.000 feet in a distance of less ! 
than a thou sand miles, cou rsing most ! 
of the way throu gh' u nscalable walls, j 
distingu ishes his career. 
The ex p lorer died seven years ago. I 
and already the remembrance of his 
noted ex p edition is being lost. 
The 
fact that, thou gh born In New York . , 
Powell chose to reside in Illinois, that j 
he enlisted in the civil war as an 
1111- i 
no!s volu nteer and was a p rofessor of ' 
geology at Bloomington, while his ex - ! 
p edition started from Chicago, has af- 
\ 
forded Interest there to the p rop osed J 
tribu te of the government. 
The lu re of the blank p laces on the ! 
map and Indian tales of “a mysteriou s 
j 
and dreadfu l gorge” were the insp ira- j 
tion of the u ndertak ing, which was be- ! 
gu n In May, 1S69. 
Fou r boats, none of j 
them over twenty-one feet long, were ; 
ship p ed from Chicago to the end of the j 
p artly comp leted Union Pacific line, j 
and the small p arty set ou t. 
“We start with some anx iety,” reads j 
one of the entries In the diary of the j 
trip . 
“Old mou ntaineers tell u s that i 
the cu rrent cannot be ru n. 
The In- j 
dians say, ‘W ater heap catch ’em.’ j 
Bu t all are eager to be off.” 
So 
Into 
the 
flaming 
gorge they | 
p lu nged on a trip that was to tak e 
months and from which the more timid j 
of the p arty, whose cou rage failed ! 
at the final test, were not to retu rn i 
alive. 
They soon encou ntered rap ids, 
c ^r which they had to lower the j 
boats with rop es, themselves climbing ! 
arou nd the cataract on the p recip itou s j 
sides of the canyon. 
The boats were i 
p rovided with air tignt comp artments, 
so that they were bu oyant even when 
filled with water. 
Early in Ju ne one of the boats was 
wreck ed in this ardu ou s p rocess.

week later another was all bu t lost, 
break ing from control and dashing 
away downstream. 
Fortu nately it ran 
Into an eddy some miles farther on. 
and the p arty cau ght u p with i t 
It was in the middle of Au gu st, 
three months after the start, that diffi­ 
cu lties were met that first cau sed the 
intrep id ex p lorers to p au se and con­ 
sider. 
A stretch of water was before 
them, to which the name of Hell’s 
H alf Mile has clu ng, In which the 
flu me dashed downward eighty feet ln 
a distance of one-third of a mile. 
On 
either side were walls of granite 1,000 
feet high that gave no foothold. 
Beyond the cliffs gained rap idly in 
altitu de u ntil they reached a mile in 
height. 
They mu st ru n the rap ids or 
abandon tbe trip , and they did not 
falter, thou gh It was slip p ing into a 
dark crevice from which there was no 
going back . 
Powell’s boat was en­ 
gu lfed in tbe p lu nge throu gh the rap ­ 
ids, bu t its comp artments k ep t It from 
sink ing, and no lives were lost. 
On throu gh the grand and gloomy 
dep ths of the most marvelou s p art of 
the gorge they p roceeded for two 
week s more, when they ap p roached a 
p oint where, the roar of tu rbu lent wa­ 
ters annou nced many miles away that 
the greatest test was ahead. They p u t 
in to one bank , and a day was sp ent 
stu dying the series of fearfu l cataracts 
ahead. 
Here for the only time Powell, the ; 
leader, considered the wisdom of scal­ 
ing the walls of the gorge and aban­ 
doning the trip . He took observations 
by the stars to determine their latitu de 
and longitu de and estimated they had 
seventy-five miles more to go. Their 
p rovisions were low. “At one time I 
almost conclu ded to leave the river,” 
his diary records. 
On fu rther stu dy of the situ ation, 
however, he decided that it wou ld be 
p ossible to let the boats over the first 
fall with rop es, then steer them nearl 
the right cliff to a p oint ju st above the 
j 
second p lu nge. There, he figu red, there 
was a chu te that cou ld be ru n safely, 
after which, by p u lling with all p ower 
across the stream to avoid great rock s 
below, they cou ld again p roceed. 
He annou nced that the p arty wou ld 
go on. Three members demu rred and 
determined to leave the river, trying 
to reach safety over the mou ntains. 
The p arty sp lit u p . and one boat, In 
charge of Its cap tain, O. (5. Howland, 
and two others, was left behind. 
The j 
three who stayed, it afterw ard was 
j 
learned, were k illed by Indians while 
crossing the range. 
Powell and his I 
p arty made the descent in safety, were j 
swep t onward by a smooth and rap id j 
cu rrent and the nex t day em erged; 
from the gorge, reaching a friendly I 
settlement and safety.—Chicago Post,
